1. The vaccine will be available for 
all adults who have completed a series 
of inoculations with SALK vaccine at 
least one month previously, and for all 
children who have completed a series of 
inoculations with either Salk or a com 
bined vaccine. 

2. Bach eligible person will be offered 


appropriate centres, the dates and times 
of these clinics will be published in 
your local newspapers and on the radio. 
Some evening sessions will be held to ac 
commodate persons unable to attend the 
day clinics. 

5. Persons will not be eligible for the 
vaccine if ~ 

a) They have not completed their 
series of Salk inoculations. 

b) If a smallpox vaccination has beer| 
jone within 21 days before the daté of 
the feeding. 

It is urgently advised that anyone who 
ias not completed their series of SALK 
inoculations should have these completed 
before the end of December 1962.
